ARE ENTOMBED 


By Terrific Explosion in an English 
Coal Mine—Three Found 
Dead. 


Wigan, England, August 19.—A 
explosion occurred today in the May- 
pole coal mine, belonging to Messrs. 
Pearson & Knowles. The headgear 
and vertilating apparatus of the mine 
was destroyed and about 70 of the 
miners are entombed. 


Only the smallest hope is entertain- 
ed of saving the entombed miners 
Temporary repairs to the machinery 
enabled the rescite parties to descend 
into the adjacent workings, only to 
find their way blocked by wreckage 
aii gases. 

Three dead miners were found and 
one terribly mutilated, but still alive 
and several dead ponies. 

Four of the miners escaped aliv> 
A number of the rescuers were over- 
come by the fumes and brought to the 
surface in an unconscious coadition,

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


Editor Bulletin 

Mr: A. Maclean’s very important and 
carefully prepared letter to Mayor Me- 
Dougall calis the attention of the gen-

floods in the river, this year’s being the 
greatest rise of water for many years. It 
is reasonabie to suppose that these floods 
had the effect of cleaning out the Sas- 
katchewan of the filth and accumulation 
of the three previous years and improv- 
ing the water supply, for we had no 
exceptional floods in 1904, 05 and "06,
